A FORMER Wren, who was forced 
to retire from the Navy after 
becoming pregnant, has been 
awarded record compensation of

other massive pay-outs to former 
service womėn who have had to leave 
the forces through pregnancy or ‘‘sex- 
discrimination.” The previous highest 
award was scooped by Mrs Nichola 
Cannock, a former RAF employee, 
who was given £172,912 after claiming 
she was ‘‘frozen out’’ of her job. 


| UNFIT FOR DUTY 


Patricia Prior, 43, signed up for the 
maximum 22 years in the Navy, and 
had served 15 years before getting 
pregnant. The Navy argued that by 
making herself pregnant, Prior had 
deliberately made herself unfit for 
combat duties and had broken her 
employment contract. But the MOD 
has since been forced to declare the 
dismissal of pregnant women unlawful. 
following the intervention of the 
‘European Court of Justice’, which can 
now over-rule British courts since the 
Maastricht Treaty. 

Some 3,000 women have already 
brought claims against the Navy, and a 
further 1,000 are expected to do so in 
the near future. The estimated bill for 
settling outstanding claims is estimated 
to be up to £100 million.

Fourteen years on, recorded crime is at its highest ever level, 
and experts are predicting a continued increase of crimes of violence. Incidents which 
would once have sent shockwaves of horror throughout the country now barely rate a 
mention on the inside pages of our newspapers. This month we feature just a few cases 
of viclent crime that most newspapers chose to ignore... 


Lancashire whites suffer 


spate of race attacks 


IN ONE PLACE at least, it has for 
some time been officially admitted 
that white folk, too, are the victims 
of racially motivated violence. 

In Halifax, West Yorkshire, police 
have acknowledged that most race 
attacks have been by Asian gangs on 
local whites. 

Whether it is admitted or not, this 
pattern of violence is not unique to the 
town. To find another area similarly 
afflicted it is only necessary to take a 
trip across the Pennines. Lancashire 
whites are also being victimised. 

During the course of this year a 
sequence of violent attacks by 
immigrant gangs on British folk has 
been reported by the Lancashire 
Evening Telegraph. 


ASSAULTED 


In March last year two men in the 
car park at Nelson railway station were 
suddenly assaulted by a carload of four 
Asians. The victims suffered broken 
ribs and head injuries, leaving one of 
them unconscious. The’ assault was 
described as completely unprovoked. 

Shortly afterwards, Nelson man 
Bob Haigh, 40, was set upon by a 
gang of Asian youths. He chased five 
of them to the top of the street after 
they had threatened his young sons 
who were playing football outside a 
youth centre. The rest of the gang 
ambushed him when he encountered 
them and tried to reason with them. 

He was attacked from behind, hit 
on the head, Knocked to the ground, 
kicked and punched. One of the Asians 
was wielding a knife. Mr Haigh 
suffered a fractured nose and bruised 
ribs. 


RIOTS 


He said afterwards that Nelson is 
no longer safe. He has had to impose a 
curfew on his sons and says that the 
town is on course for outright riots. 


‘“When you go down to the Arndale 


Centre at the weekend,” he 
commented, ‘‘you can cut the tension 
with a Knife.’’ He thought the violence 
would ‘‘sooner of later end up with 
someone getting murdered.”’ 


RAPIST Patrick Telfer is to be 
detained indefinitely at Broadmoor 
under the Mental Health Act follow- 
ing a series of attacks on women. 

In the worst incident, Telfer, 25, of 
Britannia Road, Bristol, had knocked 
on the door of a mother-of-two claim- 
ing to be an insurance salesman. 

The woman sent him away, but he 
returned some weeks later and burst 
into the house. Telfer then raped the 
woman in the bedroom where her child 
was asleep. 

When Telfer fell asleep, the victim 
escaped from her flat with her seven- 
week-old son and alerted the police. 

Police officers found him asleep in 
the woman’s bed and arrested him. 

Telfer had previously attacked two 


Judge sends brutal 
rapist to Broadmoor 


Another family in the town were 
victimised in what was described as an 
‘‘ Asian mafia-style vendetta’’ designed 
to drive them out of their home. They 
endured a catalogue of violence over 
three years. During this time the 
mother, Catherine, was punched in the 
stomach whilst expecting the family’s 
fifth child. Sons Simon and Michael 
have been beaten and hounded in the 
street and last Christmas Asian youths 
gathered outside threatening to brick 
the lounge window of the house as 
Catherine hung fairy lights there. 
Marauding youths then laid seige 
outside armed with cricket bats and 
hockey sticks. 


CHASED 


During this year a third son, 
Martin, was forced to run for his life 
with his girlfriend and two other 
couples. They were chased by a 30- 
strong gang as they walked home after 
a quiet drink in their local pub. 

Father, Tony, feared for his two 
youngest children, Amanda, 13 and 
Rita, 2. He said: ‘“The gangs are 
made up of Asians — we can’t walk 
down the street without being 
intimidated. They are organised like 
the Mafia, I think Nelson is a bubbling 
keg waiting to boil over.”’ 

Local Asian children were blamed 
for terrorising old age pensioners in the 
streets of Brierfield, Pendle. Young- 
sters stoned two elderly ladies as they 
got into a car. Terrified pensioners 
were made to run a ‘Gauntlet of hate’’ 
as they walked their neighbourhood, 
being spat upon and abused. The 
problem was aired at a police and 
community forum meeting following 
the revelation in June that complaints 
to police by Pendle people about 
juveniles for the year to date had 
already reached 1,187. Brierfield 
resident Alan Ashworth pointed the 
finger at local Asians for causing 
trouble.

In none of the cases of Asian-on- 
White or Asian-on-Asian violence have 
the ‘anti-racist’ lobby, the ‘anti-Nazi 
league’, Home Office, or the media, 
who have repeatedly made a big deal 
out of alleged white-on-immigrant 
violence, had one word to say.

BRITAIN’S kids are being put in 
danger by the Government’s sick 
plan to allow queers to have sex with 
boys as young as sixteen. 

The revolting policy is believed to 
stem from the desire of top Tory, 
Labour and Liberal MPs to legally 
have sex with young boys. 

Many Establishment figures, 
including MPs and Church of England 
vicars, develop a taste for buggery 
while at public school.

FALSE DOCUMENTS 


The 48-year-old pervert has been 
telling youth groups that he is a 14- 
year-old who has a rare disease which 
causes premature ageing. He has even 
provided a false birth certificate and 
other documents to back up his story. 
Yet police say they cannot arrest him 
because he has not to their knowledge 
committed any offence since his last 
conviction two years ago. 

The likes of David Stuart are 
finding it remarkably easy to get away 
with sex offences against children, 
thanks to the Government’s ‘softly- 
softly’ approach to criminals. 

All three of the Establishment 
parties — Tory, Labour and Liberal —. 
have refused to restore capital 
punishment for the murderers of 
children. This has led to perverts being 
given short sentences, only to re-offend 
on being released. 

Paedophile Lennie Smith, 32, was 
questioned about the murders of five 
boys and jailed in 1990 for attacking a 
boy of thirteen. After being released on 
bail, he sexually assaulted a boy of the 
same age. 


OFFENCES 


Another queer, Andrew Witham, 
31, was jailed following three offences 
against young boys. After his release, 
Witham sexually assaulted a thirteen- 
year-old boy. He had a fifteen year 
history of such offences. 

The British National Party wants to 
make homosexuality illegal at any age, 
so perverts can be stamped on before 
they become a serious menace. 

And more importantly, we believe 
it is time to re-introduce the rope for 
sex perverts who murder children.

officer should patrol alone when this. 
kind of thing is likely to happen. ”’ 

It was not the first time she had 
been attacked while on duty. 
Previously, a man had viciously 
elbowed her in the face as she tried to 
subdue him. 

Last year in North London, WPCs 
Helen Kelly and Jenny Lawson were 
both stabbed by the same man in broad 
daylight in a suburban street. 

In our increasingly brutalised 
society, women police officers are 
increasingly becoming the targets of 
violent thugs. 

WPCs in recent years have been 
murdered, raped, beaten up and 
stabbed at an increasing rate. 

Yet because of the crazy, 
‘politically correct? dogma of 
‘equality’, women police officers are 
now routinely sent out to do a job that 
previously only male officers would be 
allowed to tackle. 


VICIOUS 


The kind of vicious thugs who go 
out prepared to commit violence or 
murder in the course of their crimes 
simply regard police women as soft 
targets, just as they regard old people 
and other vulnerable groups as easy 
prey.

UNTIL recently, BNP activities were 
relatively low-key in the ancient port 
of Southampton. 

But that has all changed thanks to 
the local council’s plan to move Asian 
families into brand-new houses built 
right in the middle of Merry Oak, a 
previously all-white council estate. 


RUMOURS 


The new homes were built by the 
Swaythling Housing Society, and will 
be rented out to families. But soon 
after the houses were built, rumours 
leaked out that the local council wanted 
to “‘encourage a more varied ethnic 
mix’’ on the estate, and local white 
families became concerned that they 
would end up being pushed to the back 
of the housing queue — just like those 


‘in Tower Hamlets. 


One local man who was particularly 
outraged at the ‘homes for immigrants’ 
plan was Brian Powell. 


MURDERED 


Two years ago, Brian’s brother 
Kevin was murdered in a racial attack. 
by an Asian landlord, so the Powell 
family knows what it is like to be at 
the sharp end of the ‘multi-racial 
experiment’. | 

Brian Powell wants local families to 
be first in the queue for the new 
houses. He has the support of hundreds 
of white families on the Merry Oak 
estate, 


There is now a strong chance that 
the new BNP unit will be fielding a 
candidate in the next round of local 
elections.

But among the first items of mail the new- 
comers will receive will be leaflets heralding 
the launch of the Merry Oak branch of the 
ultra right wing British National Party. 

For the new homes on the site of the old 
Merry Oak School have become a symbol of 
race hatred to a hardcore few who, in their 
words, are hell bent on keeping the “family 
estate” at Merry Oak a white family estate. 

And one man who hopes to turn the vio- 
lence and envy against the new houses to 
his advantage is Brian Powell, of Magnolia 
Road. He was not sorry when a few activists 
reacted to rumours that the new houses 
were all to go to Asian families by petrol 
bombing an empty home, smashing double 
glazed windows, barricading a street and at- 
tacking patrolling police. 

He and his henchmen have circulated 
hundreds of BNP leaflets round the estate 
since the attacks reached their peak in the 
run-up to Christmas.

All hell broke loose,” said a mother 
of two, who asked not to be named for fear of 
reprisals. 

Stuart Hinton, 17, said there were very 
few coloured families on the estate and a 
few “crazies” wanted to do something about 
them. “But we are not all like that.”

GLOBAL COVERAGE 


The article shown here appeared in 
the Tulsa World, but news of the 
BNP’s rise to prominence was also 
widely covered in other newspapers 
across the USA, and indeed across the 
world. 

This is something of a reversal of 
the 1980s trend; when nationalists in 
Britain had to look abroad for any 
hopes of a nationalist resurgence. 

British folk once looked with envy 
at the success of Jean-Marie Le Pen in 
France, David Duke in the USA, and 
Franz Schonhuber in Germany. 

Nowadays many of our fellow 
nationalists abroad believe Britain is 
likely to be the first West European 
country to elect a nationalist govern- 
ment, though not for some time yet.

B.N.P. ORGANISERS’ CONFERENCE SETS 


THE AGENDA FOR LOCAL ELECT! 


ON SATURDAY 29th January the 
British National Party held a highly 
important conference for organisers 
and activists from all over Britain. 
The  hundred-strong, hand-picked 
audience met in the Midlands and was 


addressed by key BNP organisers including | 


Party Leader John Tyndall. The meeting 
was chaired by Midlands Organiser John 
Peacock. 

The conference was called to discuss 
future political strategy in the wake of 
Millwall, and to inform activists of 
important structural changes which have 
been made to reflect the growing electoral 
strength of the BNP. 

The ever-popular Richard Edmonds 
was the first speaker. Richard explained 
that his role had now changed from that of 
National Activities Organiser to that of 
National Organiser. This meant in effect 
that the BNP was for the time being 
placing less emphasis on the traditional 
activities of ‘street theatre’ which had 
characterised the Party’s earlier years. In 
the past, marches and mass street 
demonstrations had been a useful way to 
gain publicity at a time when the media 
were largely boycotting the BNP — 
particularly when the violent antics of the 
red opposition led to confrontation. 


The policy now, Richard continued, 


was to avoid violent confrontations with the 


opposition. Now that the BNP was enjoying 
much higher levels of public support, it 
was important to behave in a responsible 
and restrained manner, to prove that the 
BNP was a serious political party worthy of 
electoral support. Richard Edmonds 
explained that the current policy of the 
opposition was to stage violent 
confrontations with the BNP so that the 
controlled media could blame us for 
‘provoking violence’. By acting with 
restraint, this could be turned to the BNP’s 
advantage — as at Welling, when the reds’ 
riot against the BNP Bookshop backfired 
into a spectacular own goal, thanks to the 
BNP’s refusal to be provoked. 

Richard concluded that the way forward 


now was to concentrate on gaining further. 


electoral success rather than street 
demonstrations. Since Millwall, the public 
would judge the BNP only on its ability to 
win elections, he said. ; 


MILLWALL VICTORY 


East London Organiser Tony Le 
Comber then took the floor. He said that 
since the Millwall victory, the Party’s 
opponents had shot themselves in the foot 
by staging violent demonstrations such as 


the Welling riot and the attack at Brick 
Lane. The public had witnessed the Welling 
mob launch a vicious racial attack against 
a black policeman and against the local 
white community, while the BNP were 
nowhere in sight. 

Tony added that ANAL’s Welling riot 
had generated hundreds of new enquiries 
for the BNP. Further, the old ‘Nazi’ jibe 
had now been proved to be useless in 
turning the public away from the BNP, 
thanks to the Party’s policy of campaigning 
right in amongst the white communities. 

The most important thing about 
Millwall, he said, was the psychological 
impact of finally getting a candidate 
elected. This would soon translate into 
votes up and down the country. 

When Clir Derek Beackon stood up to 
speak, his words were at first drowned by 
a standing ovation which went on for 
several minutes. Clir Beackon explained 
that his victory in Millwall was won by 
canvassing among the local whites, in order 
to break down the barriers of hostility 
which had been created by the media. 

National Elections Officer Eddy Butler 
told the conference that internal discipline 
was now more important that ever at this 
critical phase on the road to power. It was 
essential that activists follow orders from

FIRST BNP COUNCILLOR 


We refer of course to Cllr Derek 
Beackon, who last year became the 
first BNP candidate to win a British 
election. 

Clir Beackon told the Conference: 
‘‘Not so long ago, people told us that 
nationalism would never break 
through in Britain. But on September 
the 16th, we did it!’’ 

He added that it was important to 
realise that his election was not a 
fluke or a miracle — it was achieved 
by the same means used by any other 
political party, namely through 
intensive canvassing, focusing on the 
issues which were important to local 
people. 

Derek Beackon’s feet have hardly 
touched the ground since his election 
six months ago. First of all came the 
intense media interest in him. The 
BNP victory was reported on TV 
stations from New York to Moscow, 
making ‘Del’ a world celebrity as 
well as a local hero. The first few

weeks were an endless round of press 
conferences and sound bites. The 
media tried its best to find some dirt 
on him in order to discredit the BNP, 
but eventually gave up. 


COURAGE 


Despite Cllr Beackon’s ‘ordinary’ 
background — he is a 47-year-old | 
former lorry driver from East London 
— his friends know that he is also a 
man of great physical and moral 
courage. 

During the Millwall campaign, the 
forces of ‘democracy’ used every 
underhand trick in the book to try and 
pervert the course of the election, 
when it was realised that the BNP 
might win. A few days before the 
poll, Del was hospitalised by a gang 
of thugs trying to intimidate him into 
standing down. He bravely fought off 
the gang, and made a point of 
maintaining a highly visible presence 
throughout the rest of the campaign. 

Since winning Millwall for the 
BNP, Cllr Beackon has helped 
literally scores of local families sort 
out problems such as housing, 
education for their children, and local 
services. 


SEVENTY-HOUR WEEK 


Derek Beackon is regarded as the 
hardest-working councillor in Tower 
Hamlets, and regularly puts in a 
seventy-hour week on behalf of the 
people of Millwall on the Isle of 
Dogs. 

In return, local folk have given 
him their whole-hearted support and 


friendship. Recent canvassing returns 


show that next May he is almost 
certain to be re-elected with an even 
bigger majority.

If the Party stuck to this disciplined 
approach, he said, the future of British 
nationalism looked very rosy indeed. 

Eddy also mentioned the BNP’s new 
network of fax machines and mobile 
phones, which had made communication 
much more effective. 


COMMUNITY POLITICS 


He finished by warning that the Party 
must ensure that its votes are built on a 
solid foundation of local canvassing and 
‘community politics’, to ‘avoid the fate of 
parties such as the SDP or the Greens, 
whose votes evaporated after initial 
success. 

Assistant National Organiser Dave 
Bruce spoke of the need to follow up new 
enquiries and insist that supporters 
regularly buy copies of British Nationalist 
and Spearhead. 

He added that there was no longer the

excuse that the BNP. was a ‘wasted vote’. 
Millwall proved the BNP were now 
winners, he said. 

Finally, BNP Leader John Tyndall 
made a rousing speech which had the whole 
hall on its feet in a standing ovation. 

Mr Tyndall said that the BNP was 
entering a crucial phase in its growth, and 
that it was essential to get good results in' 
the forthcoming local elections. . 

He warned that the Establishment 
would inevitably try to plant agents in the 
Party to cause disruption from within. It 
was essential to be vigilant against potential 
disrupters, and to maintain tight discipline 
within the movement. 

Mr Tyndall concluded that the present 
time was the most successful period in 
British nationalism that he had experienced 
in over thirty years in politics, and that Cllr 
Derek Backon’s victory in Millwall would 
prove infectious: ‘“We have proved that the 
BNP can win!”
